SENATOR CONKLING. 
AT CLEVELAND, 
.  Spectat Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
CLEVELAND, O., Sept. M- Five thousand 
people poured into the new City-Armory to- 
night to hear Senator Conkling deliver his 


second Ohio speech, while the thousands 


who were unable to get in were compelled 
to content themselves with attending the 
overflow meeting near by. The immense 
hall in which the New Fork Senator held 
forth was prettily decorated with flags and 
bunting, two of the largest banners forming 
a canopy of stars and stripes over the speak- 
ers’ stand, which projected oat from the plat- 
form, and which was draped with another 
large flag relieved by a couple of 
extraordinarily well executed cam- 
paign pictures of Garfield and 
Arthur. The raw, blusteriig weather which 
followed a cheerless day of rain apparently 
had no effect either on the numbers or the 
enthusiasm of those present, and the me eting 
was, In all the esseutials that go to make up a 
successful outpouring, all at could have 
been expected. 

The entrance of Senator Conkling was 
THE SIGNAL FOR AN OVATION 
which lasted several minutes, and which of 
itself was an undoubted assurance of wel- 
come. The Senator was accompanied by the 
Hon. Amos Townsend, who hus rep 
resented the Cleveland District in 
Congress for three terms, and who 
will undoubtedly be re@lected: this fall 
by a handsome majority of the voters of this 

stalwart Republican stronghold. 

The meeting was soon afterwards called to 
order by Dr. H. W. Kitchen, Chairman of the 
County Central Committee, who introduced 
Mr. Tewnsend as the Chairman of the meet- 
ing. Mr. Townsend referred briefly to the 
disappointment so generally experienced at 
the inability ‘of Gen. Grant to remain and 
preside at the meeting. Much depended 
upon the result of the campaign in which the 
two great parties were nowengaged.

HIS CONTEST WITH GEN. MOWER.

Wasurvoton, D. C., Sept. 29.—The letter 
of Gen. Mower, written to Gen. Hancock at 
New Orleans, in 1867, and printed yesterday, 
covered only a small part of Gen. Han- 
cock’s immediate and complete surrender to 
the Rebels on the occasion of his taking com- 
mand at New Orivans. After his assign- 
ment to that command he came to Washing- 
ton for a conference with President John- 
son. Before leaving for New Orleans he 
was taken in hand by such distinguished 
Democrats as the Hon. Jere Black and Rob 
ert J. Walker. and the exact policy pro- 
claimed in General Order No, 40 upon 
his arrival at New Orleans, was set 
forth at length by Walker in a speech at a 
Democratic nieeting here. Although the 
letter of Gen. Mower to Gen. Hancock, 
printed yesterday, set forth in a very clear 
manner his general. reasons for making the 
removal of Rebel civil officers at New Or- 
leans in 1867, Gen. Hancock, writing as if 
Gen, Mower had wholly ignored his direction 
to give his reasons for the action taken,

Grown men, if there are any such who 
have suffered themselves to be scared with 
the ghost of plans to secure the payment of 
the Robe l debt, will do well to consider the 
following facts and circumstances. The 
Fourteenth Amendment to the Constitution 
runs thus: 

“4. The validity of the public debt of the 
United Stat authorized by law, includi 
debts incur for the payment of pensions an 
bounties for sérvices in supyransing insurrec- 
tion, or rebeilion, shai not questioned, but 
neither the United States nor any State shall 
assume or pay any debt or obligation incurred 
in aid of insurrection or rebellion against the 
United States, or any claims for the loss or 
emancipation of any slave, but ali such deb 
a 2 ons, and claims shail be held iliegal 


void.’ 

This amendment absolutely precludes the 
ayment of the Rebel debt, because, while it 
s now specifically prohibited, it is not ‘possi- 

ble to change the amendment, for the reason 
that Art. 5 of the Constitution says: 

I. The Congress, whenever two-thirds of both 
Houses shall deem it necessary, shall propose 
amendments to the Constitution, or on the ap- 
plication of tne Legislatures of two-thirds of 
the several States, all call a commission for 
proposing amendments, which in either Case 
shall be valid to all intents and purposes as part 
of this Constitution when ratified by the Legis- 
latures of three-fourths of the several States, or 
by Conventions in three-fourths thereof, as the 
one or the other mede of ratification may be 
proposed by the Congress. : 

Probably even Woodford would not be 
silly enough to talk about two-thirds of the 
Senate and the House of Representatives of 
the United States being got by anybody to 
— a change in the Constitution whieh 
will permit the payment of the Rebel debt, 
or about getting three-fourths of the States 
to agree to such a change. Furthermore, 
and finally, in his letter o eptance Gen. 
Hancock says: 

The Thirteenth, Fourteenth, and Fifteenth 
Amendments to the Constitution of the United 
States, embodying the result of the War for the 
Union, are invielabie. If called to t - 
deny I should deem it my duty to resist with 
all my power any attempt to impair or evade, 
the full fo and effect of the Constitution, 
which in ev article, section, and amendment 
is the supreme law of the land.

MAINE, 

A Review of the Late Campaign in 
That Commonwealth, with Some Re- 
marks Abeut ea “ Bossed” State—The 
Biunders of the Canvass. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Sept. 25.—“ What 
was the matter in Maine?“ I asked a Repub- 
lican speaker who was actively engaged in 
the canvass in that Stute from the beginning 
to the end. Where was the 10,000 majority? 
And why did those 8,000 Republicans remain 
in the Greenback column?“ 

* I will tell you,“ said he, taking up a pen- 
eil and beginning to draw a diagram of a 
house and its surroundings. The plan which 
he rapidty sketched would be readily recog- 
nized by anybodv familiar with Maine poli- 
ties, or acquainted with the topography of 
the City of Augusta. In certain portions 
of this house,” he gaid, indieating them with 
his pencil, “the Republican politics of 
Maine are made, and the Republican plans 
formed and executed. You may have heard 
something of * bosses,’ and bossed States,’ 
at the Chicago Convention; the bossed State in 
this Union is Maine. There is a State Com- 
mittee, but it is a committee that only regis- 
ters edicts. It has no independence; it does 
no thinking; it accomplishes no results 
when its leader is absent. That is one great 
trouble with the , Republican politics of 
Maine. This year, before the campaign 
opened, there appeared at Augusta, apparent- 
ly without prearrangement, but evidently as 
the result of a. plan, a numberof influential 
men from different parts of the State, and 
from outside the State. They recommended 
that rooms be engaged, headquarters estab- 
lished, a working committee organized, and 
that the campaign de conducted as it is in 
other States. The recommendation was not 
heeded.

execute the law were appointed by the Gov- 
ernor. The Prohiptionists desired, of course, 
to name all these constables. Had this per- 
mission been given, they would have selected 
mep from the most extreme, bigoted, and 
fanatical ‘muckers.’ Failing to get all, they 
desired to have a part. Practically they se- 
cured none. The Governor appointed the 
men; and the consequence w the 
Prohibitionists bolted the Republicans at the 
very outset of the campaign.

The work 
was conducted with the t secrecy 
as it was considered a m r of National 
importance that no knowledge of it should 
reach foreign Powers. The designs were 
for the heaviest guns, and to be mounted on 
turn-tables and worked the same as our mon- 
itors.

‘There are ten steam-boilers of a total weight 
of 255 tons, four engines of over 6,000-horse 
powss to drive twin-ecrews, a coal- 
unker capacity of 1,050 tons. The estimated 
speed of the vessel is sixteenand a half knots, 
orone and one-half knots greater than the 
British ironclad Monarch.

DEMOCRATIC ELECTION FRAUDS WILL 
DESTROY FREE GOVERNMENT. 

Those who have read the speech which 
Gen. Grant made at the great Warren meet- 
ing, and Col. Ingersoll's speech delivered on 
the same day at Rockford, can scarcely have 
failed to be impressed with the conviction 


} that the integrity of the American system of 


government is largely involved in the issue 


| of the pending National election. We do not 


mean to affirm by this that Gen. Hancock’s 
election will lead directly to disruption, or 
that a Democratic victory per se menaces the 
Nation with an abandonment of the present 
American system of goverument based on 
popular elections. But both Geb. Grant and 
Col. Ingersoll made it clear to those who had 
not reached a similar conelusion from their 


| own reasoning that Democratic ballot-box 


stuffing and traudulent voting is a long first 
step in the direction of Mexicanization. It 
will condone and encourage fraud and vio-

avowed, fraud and violence, disfranchise- 
ment and ballat-box stuffing, which control 
the result of elections in several of the 
Southern States. : 
The American people, as a whole, are 80 
prosperous, so sanguine, and so contented 
that they enjoy a sense of security up to the 
very verge of disaster. This was the case 
also in 1860. They scarcely realized that a 
civil war had been forced upon them by dem- 
agogs and traitors until the contending 
armies had b en marshaled on the field of 
battle and the lists of dead and wounded had 
been reported back to their friends. So, at 
the present time, they seem to be blind or in- 
different as a rule to a must dangerous condi- 
tion of politics in one section of the country, 
which, if permitted to prevail and grow, will 
be as fatal to the Republic as the Rebellion 
would have been if Grant had surrendered to 
Lee at Appomattox, “ We are upon the edge. 
to-day, of Mexicanization,” said Col. Inger- 
soll; “ we are upon the edge of chaos.” The 
statement is not exaggerated. A popular 
system of government rests upon the 


‘fair and honest expression of the popu- 


lar WIII. Whenever that popular 
will ean be successfully put down 
by intimidation, or the expression there- 
of defeated by fraud, the Government 
is menaced with rupture. It is of a kind 
that cannot endure under such a condition. 
It would be like a house without a founda- 
tion or a ship without a radder. The peo- 
ple must be convinced that the result of an 
election honestly reflects the popular will; 
otherwise discontent, unrest, protest, and 
revolt hurry along in xapid succession. 

The sentiment in favor of some other form 
of government that shall not be guided by 
fraud, violence, and ballot-box stuffing will 
increase afd spread with a rapidity that 
cannot be imagined. The majority party, 
when thus defeated, will always chafe un- 
der a sense of unbearable injustice, and long 
to assert its rights. It is this spirit which 
accounts for the recurring revolutions in 
Mexico and the South American States, 
where the ballot has become a mere sham; 
and there is nothing in the United States to 
protect the Republic from similar disaster 
whenever the people shall become convinced 
that free speech, free ballot. and an honest 
count of the votes are no longer possible. 

The election frauds practiced in the South 
heretofore have been localized. Their aim 
at the National Government was warded off 
four years ago through a remnant of power 
that had been left for correcting the frauds. 
There is not the slightest hope of justice 
from the Democratic election judges in the 
Southern States this year. The Republican 
majorities of Mississippi, South Carolina, 
North Carolina, Alabama, Louisiana, and 
Florida will surely be disfranchised,—partly 
by brutal and armed intimidation of long 
standing which prevents Republicans from 
voting; partly by stuffing of ballot-boxes, 
which neutralizes their votes; and partly by 
predetermined and systematic cheating in 
the count, which makes the form of an 
election a farce and a fraud. All these 
frauds will be condoned and ratified 
by the Democratic Returning Boards, 
and if Gen. Hancock shall enter the 
White House he will owe his position to this 
infernal system of election frauds. This 
fact will not be concealed nor even obscured. 
It will be patent to the defeated as well as 
the successful party. It will create intense 
dissatisfaction, dissent, and protest. It will 
be followed by retaliation. Successful cheat- 
ing in one State will lead to efforts in the 
same direction in other States. Intimida- 
tion, violence, and ballot-box stuffing will be- 
come common practices, not in one section of 
the country merely, but in all sections. Fraud 
will become the most availiable element in 
American politics, so long as the people 
shall be willing to submit to fraud as the 
controlling force of government. After that 
will come revolution, anarchy, and chaos. 

These facts have a direct bearing upon the 
present contest for the Presidential office and 
the control of the National Legislature, be- 
cause the frauds in the Southern States, of 
which the people in the remainder of the 
country are sumeiently warned, are likely to 
affect the political destiny of the whole Na- 
tion. It is not within the power of the people 
who believe in honest elections to go into the 
South and beat back the threatened villainy, 
and the public sentiment of the South seems 
to be blunted to all appeals in behalf of 
honesty. But it is within the power of a 
majority of thé Northern people to prevent 
the Southern system from asserting its sway 
over the Nation as a whole and thereby 
threatening the destruction of the Republic. 
The.Democratic party is to be the beneficiary 
and accessory before the fact in the terror- 
ism and villainy by which the expression of 
the popular will is to be stifled in certain of 
the Southern States. Every man who votes 
with the Democratic party at the North will 
actively participate in the contemplated 
seizure of the Government by fraud, and will 
be personally responsible for the logical re- 
sults of such a proceeding. The American 
Republic cannot endure with@it a free ballot 
and a fair count of honest votes, and when- 
ever the destiny of the Nation shall be 
guided by the destruction of these mainstays 
of popular government, nothing short of 
revolution can restore the republican system, 
if indeed it can ever be re@stablished.

THE SPLIT IN GEORGIA. 

In a recent issue of Tun Tum refer- 
ence was made to the factional division of 
the Democrats of Virginia into Funders” 
and “ Readjusters,” and the opportunity it 
gave the negroes of that State of obtaining 
their rights, since they held we balance of 
power and were under the protection of white 
men, who, with their help, will have a ma- 
jority, and consequently have every induce- 
ment to Secure them in their political rights. 
A similar division of the Democracy has hap- 
pened in Georgia, with the result that the 
campaign is waged with even greater bitter- 
ness than in Virginia, and the negro is in 
still greater demand, both factions making 
extraordinary bids for the colored vote, so 
that between the two there is no question but 
that he wili cast his vote and have it counted 
also. The Atlanta correspondent of the Cin- 
cinnati Gazette gives a graphic sketch of the 
situation. During the Administration of Gov. 
Colquitt, a determined fight was made against 
him by the men who could not control him. 
by those upon whom he refused to bestow 
the patronage of his office, and by some oth- 
ers who conscientiously believed that his 
Administration was injurious to the best in- 
terests of the State. When the State Con- 
vention was held, it was found to be divided 
into Colquitt and anti-Colquitt factions, Col- 
quitt having 210 votes out of 350. The result 
was a deadlock, and, as it was apparent after 
a week’s balloting that Colquitt could never 


a resolution that a nomination was 
impossible, recommended Gov. Colquitt for 


reélection, and adjourned the Convention. 


The Repablicaus have made no nomina- 
favor of Colquitt it will insure his election. 
Meanwhile, however, the negroes are in 
clover. Both sides are employing colored 
speakers and are using their money freely 
among them, and courting them with a fa- 
miliarity and enthusiasm that are almost 
embarrassing to these recent victims of the 
bulldozer. They find themselves for the first 
time holding the balance of power and of 
great consequence in the community. Both 
sides have already agreed to adopt impor- 
tant reforms which will materially elevate 
their condition, by enabling them to acquire 
property, to serve upon juries, to educate 
their children, besides guaranteeing them a 
full and free expression of their choice 
at the polls. These divisions in Virginia and 
Georgia are only the preludes to the time 
when the solidity of the South must give 
way. If Hancock is elected it may continue 
for a time longer, but if he is defeated it win 
come with a rush. It is not in the nature of 
things that the whites of the South can re- 
main banded into one party, voting'solidly. 
A division must take place sooner or later, 
and when it does the negro will come to his 
rights as a citizen more quickly than in any 
other way. The vantage ground they now 
possess in Virginia and Georgia, if they use 
it rightly, they will mever lose. And it is 
equally probable that the dissensions in the 
ranks of the Bourbons will not again heal.

DODGING THE Issvss. 

What is the pending political contest about ? 
may well be asked at this stage. In the 
opening of his famous speech in reply to Mr. 
Hayne, Webster called attention, by an ad- 
mirable simile, to the fact that to the resolu- 
tion before the Senate the gentleman from 
South Carolina had not “paid even the cold 
respect of a passing glance.” Democratic 
speakers and editors are similarly silent in 
regard to the principles enunciated in the 
Cincinnati platform.

In its 
platform the Democratic party declares its 
fealty to these “constitutional doctrines ”’ 
which the South attempted to establish by 
war.

Lf 
the Democratic party meant nothing by this 
plank in its platform why was it inserted? 
On the other hand, UH it meant just what it 
said why is it ignored on the stump“ An- 
other plank in the Democratic platform is: 
„Honest money, consisting of gold and sil- 
ver and paper convertible into coin on 
demand. This is precisely the status of 
our currency today, established dy 
Republican legislation and administration. 
But Democratic statesmen and orators on 
the stump are not heard extolling the present 
financial condition of the Government and 
country. On the contrary, the first thing the 
Democratic party of the country did after 
adopting its platform in favor of honest 
money was to enter into a coalition with the 
Greenback party of Maine.

Tue Railroad Committes of the Common 
Council, consisting of Messrs. Daniel L. 
Shorey, John M. Clark, and E. F. Cullerton, 
—two of them expert lawyers, and the third 
well versed in municipal rights,—have re- 
ported an ordinance to repeal the privileges 
and authority conferred upon the Western 
Indiana Railroad, on the ground that the 
rallroad corporation has not complied with 
the express condition that their tracks should 
be laid and constructed within one year from 
the passage of the original ordinance. It is 
avowed that the movement in this direction 
is prompted by the purpose to confine the 
new railroad to territory lying between 
Dearborn street and the river, and, if possi- 
ble, west of Clark street after Twelfth street 
has been passed. Under the original ordi- 
nance, the Railroad Company acquired a sort 
of roving commission to occupy territory 
anywhere west of State street, and now - as- 
serts its right to suit its own convenience 
without regard to the business and property 
interests involved. If the position taken 
by the Judiciary Committee of the Coun- 
cil be correct, it will enable the city 
authorities to put some restraint upon the 
corporation. It is certainly to be desired 
that the new railroad tracks and terminal 
facilities shall be kept as near to the river as 
is practicable, and the Company ought 
readily to agree to such policy in considera- 
tion of the valuable franchise and privileges 
which it is securing. If its officers and rep- 
resentatives shall act unreasonably about 
the matter, then it is proper that the City 
Government should avail itself of all the 
lapses and neglect of .which the corporation 
has been guilty. consideration sug- 
gested is much more important then the prof- 
fered agreement of the Company not te come 
north of Harrison, and the route of the Com- 


«pany north of Sixteenth street should be con- 


fined as nearly as possible to the territory 
already practically occupied by railroad 
tracks.

Brigadiers politicians who now 
control both branches of Congress. It 
would be the very men whom the loyal North 
conquered after four years of desolating 
war, and who, in a moment of folly, we not 
pao took back into the Union unwashed of 
their treason, but actually gave them such 
additional power in Congress and our Elect- 
oral College that, by their unconditional sur- 
render and piteous appeals for mercy, they 
achieved tar more than the triumphant es- 
tablishment of their Confederacy would have 
segured to them. 

‘Their treason, if successful, would haye 
given them a petty Government founded on 
Slavery, without resources, and with a mis- 
erable population without intelligence or en- 
terprise, and almost without civilization. 
They would have been as weak and despised 
as a nation as they have proved themselves 
reckless and wnscrupulous as dependent 
States; and even success would have 
been a punishment for their trea- 
son.

In a moment of folly we gave them far more 
than that for which they fought. Instead of 
yielding to thema petty Confederacy founded 
on Slavery, we gave them such additional 
power as could, if unscrupulously exercised, 
make them the rulers of this Nation. Hay- 
ing freed their slaves, who, as constitut 
the basis of representation, we calle 
chattels, and five of whom we counted 
as three freemen, but who are now 
all counted as free, we gave to the 
South twenty-one additional votes in Con- 
gress and the Electoral College! This was 
more than folly; it was madness. I knew 
the South, and foresaw the danger of the 
proceeding; andin connection with my ven- 
erable friend, Thaddeus Stevens, and a few 
others, not only protested against the pro- 
posed folly, but demanded that for a period 
of thirty years the conquered Rebel States 
should be held as Territories, not be re- 
stored to their political rights until the gen- 
eration of traitors had passed away. But all 
in vain. Flushed with victory and overflow- 
ing with generosity and pity for the crushed 
Rebels, our friends said: No, let them come 
back into the Union; they will be grateful 
for our generosity and clemency; and the 
freed slaves will by their votes effectually re- 
strain any attempt onthe part of the ex- 
Rebels to get control of the Government they 
could not conquer.’

Such, doubtless, would have been the case 


if the Rebels we conquered and pardoned had 
possessed any gratitude, or had recognized 
their duty to be at least thankful to their con- 
querors for their livesand for restoring to 
them political freedom.

In the meantime, the South- 
ern press and Southern speakers inipudently 
declare, in effect, that, controlling as they do 
already both the Senate and the House of 
Representatives, if they elect their candidate 
for President they willrob the Treasury of 
thousands of millions of dollars to reward 
the South for its treason, and also will wi 
from the statute-book every vestige of | 
lation growing out of the late Rebellion. 

And this, in fact, is the great question to be 
determmed by the rn IE Ee 
election. The candidate of Democracy, 
80 far as principles are involved, is only a 
man of straw.

FREE TRADE. 


A Letter to Gen. Singleton from the 
Manufacturers of Quincy. 
Special Dispatch to The ou 

Quincy, III., Sept. . — The Hon. James 
W. Singleton, Member of Congress from this 
district, having urged definit Free-Trade 
doctrines upon his hearers in aspeech in this 
city last Thursday, a number of the manu- 
facturers of Quincy have joined in an open 
letter to him, published in the Whig this 
evening. The signers are stove-foundry 
men, machine men, manufacturers of paper, 
carriages, wagons, plows, furniture, and the 
like, and represent a large amount of capital. 
They include the bulk of the manufactures 
of the city. The following is the letter: 

To the Hon. James . Singleton—DEAR 
Sin: In your recent s h in this city, we 
understood you to call on the farmers 
laborers to combine and demand of Congress 
such legislation as. would enable them to 


it not transcen the 
our litical privile to inquire of you 
whether you are will to follow this ad- 
vice to its legitimate consequences. What 
su tion have you to make to the farmers 
to help them to extricate themselves from 
the dilema in which the application of the 
doctrine of your advice would speedily in- 
volve them? Are you prepared to direct 
them to a convenient and profitable market 
for their farm-products when the results of 
your theory shall have shut up the thou- 
sands of shops, mills, and factories of this 
country; driven a portion of our operatives 
and artisans to the public domain, still fur- 
ther to swell our annual agricultural produc- 
tion (which you admit is even now rapidly 
increasing every year); turned another por- 
tion of them into poor, needy idlers; and 
consigned still another portion to the list of 
paupers? Are you ready, in view of the 
natural dependence of different industries 
5 — each other, of the relations 
ot raw materials and of partly and wholly 
manufactured products, and of the rates of 
wages in other countries to the rates of 
wages in this country,—are you ready, in 
view of these things, to strike the balance- 
sheet and show who gains and who loses by 
the plans you propose? It might startle you 
to find your advice had practically 
ruined those you aimed to befriend, and had 
been friendly only to the foreign manufact- 
urer, of whom you now seem to wish noth- 
more than to buy his products cheap. 
ortunately we are not left merely to guess 
what would be the result of following your 
advice. Such experience as we have had 
with it in this country, coupled with the ex- 
perience of England in the last thirty years, 
proves simply this: that, if we make our 
ports free to foreign manufacturers, the oper- 
atives of England yust raise their wages from 
30 te 50 per cent, and those of the Continent 
of Europe from 60 to 100 per cent, or our 
American operatives must lower theirs to 
the same extent. This is equivalent to saying 
that American operatives must seek other 
employment, for nobody believes that the 
foreign operatives have it in their power to 
raise their own wages. Are you aware that, 
at this moment, there is a rolling-mill com- 
pany in this State, employing 700 men, which 
las for months been holding in abeyance a 
project for adding more buildings and in- 
creasing their capacity to an extent that will 
require 1,200 men,—simply holding off to see 
if their enterprise, in its present torm, is to 
be swamped by the adoption in this countr 
of the doctrine you advocated in your speech 
in the Park last Thursday ? 

For ourselves, we go so far as to say that it 
ought to be the policy of the Government 
that no State should be allowed to let out its 
convicts to labor on terms that would permit 
the goods produced by them to come in dam- 
aging competition with those produced by the 
civil industrial classes, This is the doctrine of 
Protection brought down to an _ {Illustra- 
tion. which anybody can understand. Lisa 
well-known fact that nearly, or quite, all the 
hollow-ware required by the foundries of 
this city is made by convicts and brought 
from a distance, because the proprietors here 
cannot afford to make it and put it upon the 
market in competition with the cheap con- 
vict-made ware which other foundries 
handie. Otherwise they could make it here, 
and thereby furnish employment to a much 
larger Number of men. 

Now, if you could extend this convict- 
made production to the other parts of the 
foundry business, the employés now at work 
might = at once and look for a job at some- 
thing else; and, finally, the proprietors might 
shut up shop, retire from business, and live 
upon their capital. But, if you want to see 
this system operated on a magnificent scale. 
open our ports, put our American operatives 
and artisans in competition with the poorer- 
paid labor of Eurepe—and Canada even,— 
and you will see it, not to your heart’s con- 
tent, but to your heart’s discontent and your 
own confusion. 

But you seem to be most solicitous about 
the farmers. Happily the farmers are 60 in- 
telligent as readily to understand that what 
is not good for the other industries of the 
country cannot long be good for them, An 
increase in the number of farmers is not their 
greatest need, such increase would in- 
evitably follow adoption of your advice. 
This year alone they have produced over 
200,000,000 bushels wheat more than we 
need for seed and for food, and a great excess 
in many other products. The natural choice 
of men will keep the ranks of the farmers so 
full they will, till long after you and we 
have gone to enrich their soil, be able 10 pro- 
duce more than all our — — will want. 
But the excess is not the po of their pro- 
duction on which they make their gieatest

BANKRUPT LAWS.

Mr. W. D. Gibson, of Chicago, moved to lay 
the subject on the table.

MANNING’S BILL. 


How the Rebels Propose to Pack the 
Supreme Court—Twelve Additional 
Judges to Override the Present Court. 
The following is the fulltext of the bill 

now pending In the House of Representatives 

to reorganize the Supreme Court of the 


United States: 
In the llouse of Representatives, Jan. 28, 


1880: 
8 twice, referred to the Committee on 
Judiciary, and ordered to be printed. 

Mr. Manning (Dem., of Miss.), by unani- 
mous consent, introduced the following bill: 
A bill to reorganize the Supreme Court of 

the United States. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United Stutes of 
America in Congress assembled, That the 
number of Justices of the Supreme Court of 
the United States shall be, and is hereby, in- 
creased to twenty-one, and that Livelve As- 
clate Justices additional to those now con- 
stituting that Court be appointed by the 
resident of the United States, by and with 
the all ice and consent of the Senate. 

Sec. 2. That there shall continue to be one 
Chink Justic e of said Court, and outof the 
twenty Associate Justices there shall be des- 

ignated by the President two Assistant Chief 
—— ami the Chief Justice and the two 
Assistant Chief Justices shall respectively 
preside over the three divisions of the Court 
hereinafter provided for. 

Sec. 3. At the first assembling of the Court 
atter the passage of this act, and the appoint- 
ment and conhrmation of the twelve addition- 
al Justices yt ided for in Sec. 1, and the 
designation by the President of the two As- 
sistant Chief Justices provided for in Sec. 2, 
the Chief Justice, with the aid of the two As- 
sistant Chief Justices of the Court, shall dis- 
tribute the eighteen Justices into three 
divisions. 

Sec. 4. Toeacn of two divisions shall be 
assigned by the Chief Justice one of the As- 
sistant Chief Jusiices provided for in Sec. 2 
of this act, who shall preside over the division 
to which he may be assigned, and the Chief 
Justice shall preside over the remaining di- 
vision, so that each of said divisions shail be 
composed of one of said Chief Justices and 
six Associate Justices. 

Sec. 5. Similar distribution of the two As- 
sistant Chief Justices and the Associate 
Justices of the Court into divisions, as pro- 
vided for in Sec. 4, shall be made at the be- | 
ginning of every subsequent term of the 
Court Dy the Chief Justices. 

Src. 6 As soon as practicable after the dis- 
tribution of the two Assistant Chief Justices 
and the eighteen Associate Justices into di- 
visions as hereinbefore provided for, the 
Chief Justice, with the aid of the two As- 
sistant Chief Justices, shall assign to the | 
respective divisions, as near as may be, an 
equal amount of the business which is ready 
fora bones upon the docket of the Court | 
at said respective terms, but in such manner 
that as nearlyas possible all equity causes 
shall be assigned to one division, common | 
law causes to the second division, ana all 
admiralty and revenue causes, and causes in | 
which the Government of the United States 
is directly or indireetly a party, to the 
remaining division; but when record re- 

uires a construction of the Constitution of 
the United States or a treaty therewith, and 
Also all causes brought on a writ of error 
from the Supreme Court of any State, the 
same shall be considered by the Court in gen- 
eral session. | 

Sec. 7. Each of said divisions shall sit by 
itself and hear argument of the business as- | 
signed to it, and pronounce judgments there- 
on, according to the law and rules of pro- 
ceeding now in force, or Which may hereafter | 
be adopted or established, and said several | 
divisions may each sit and hear argument at 
the same time. 

Sec. S. It all, or six-sevenths of the Justices 
assigned to the division before which a case 
or cause is argued concur in the judgment 
thereon, such judgment shall be reported to 
the full Bench by it made final, and no 
review —— shall of right acerue to any 
person party. It less than six- 
sevenths 90 the members of the divis- 
ion only oneur in the judg- 
ment, the losing party upon compliance with 
the reasonable rules therefor to be made by 
the Court shall be entitled to have the cause 
reheard by such other division as the Chief 
Justice may direct, or as may be prescribed 
by the standing rule of the Court to be adopt- 
ed for that purpose. 

Sec. 9. If upon such rehearing the judg- 
ment first rendered be approved by the divis- 
ion so rehearing the same, said judgment 
shall be reported to the full Bench, and by it | 
made final; but ik said judgment ürst ren- 
dered be disapproved by the division so re- 
hearing it, then there shall be a rehearing by 
the remaining division of the Court, and the 
judgment shal) be that judgement in ‘which a 
majority of all the Justices of the Court shall 
concur, Which shail be reported to the full 
Bench and by it be madefinal. If it be 
deemed proper by the Court said cause may 
be reheard by all the Justices of the Court in 
general session, and the judgment shall be 
the judgment of a majority of all the mem- 
bers of the Court who may sit on such re- 


hearing. 
10. The whole Court shall sit at

least once in each month, or oftener if busi- 
ness requires it, during the term, for the 
transaction of such business as may be law- 
fully submitted to it.. At such sessions the 
Chief Justice of the United States shall pre- 
side; but in his absence, the Justice of the 
Court longest in commission, or such other 
Justice as may be chosen at the time to pre- 
side, by the Justices who may be present, 
shall preside. At sach sessions the jude- 
ment of the several divisions shall be celiv- 
ered and entered upon the minutes of the 
Court, and thereupon the Court shall make 
such orders, judgments, and decrees as the 
nature of the case may require or the rules ot 
the Court may direct. 

Src. 11. All writs, processes, and notices 
shall be tested, sign , and executed as now 
provided by law, and be under the control of 
the Court as such are now under its direc- 
tion and control. 

See. 12. The Clerk of the Supreme Court 
shall, in person, attend the division of the 
Court which is pony over by the Chief- 
Justice, and shall assign a deputy to attend 
the sessions of the other divisions. A minute 
of the proceedings of the respective divisions 
Shall be k nore by the deputy clerk whe shall 
be assigned thereto as may be directed by the 
division to which he is assigned, but ali final 
judgments and decrees shail be entered in 
the minutes of the proceedings of the Court 
in general session. 

She. 15. The Marshal of the Supreme Court 
shall in Jike manner furnish a deputy to at- 
tend the sessions of the several divisions of 
the Court, and to perform the duties of his 
office as they have heretofore been accus- 
tomed to be performed for and under the di- 
rection of the Court. 

Sec. 14. The Justices of the Supreme Court

The wind 
biew with the force of a gale from west-north- 
west along the west, shore, while a heavy sea 
rolled in this direction from about nortneast.
